1 Document JP-A-0 41 5 3297 (D1) discloses reduced-wear sealing element, which 
is made at least in part from a self-lubricating plastics material comprising a wear- 
resistant polymer matrix, in which are dispersed microcapsules containing a 
lubricating agent, such as oil.
